knowledge#  the  two  have  never  taken  anything  resembling  ore  from  the  mine 
or  the  surrounding  area,  TURPIN  added  he  did  not  know  anything  concerning 
the  background  or  reliability  of  either  or  where  they 

reside  in  winter.
